Incipit: Pope Benedict XIII to the bishop of Worms, Germany, confirming the appointment of Peter Adam Greuen to 
the canonate and prebend at St. Martin's in Worms left vacant by the death of George Frederick Deuerkauff. 


Notes: Issued in Rome at St. Peter's, the third of the Nones of October 1729, in the sixth year of the pontificate of 
Benedict XIII. Lines 4-5 from the bottom have been erased and rewritten. Towards the beginning of this erasure the 
letters are small and narrow, but by the end of the erasure the letters are elongated to fill the remaining space. For 
more details on Greuen and Deuerkauff see UTS 037-01 and UTS 037-25. 
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
